We publish this morning a very 
able and statesmanly speech by the Hon- 
Geo. W. Craddock, of Frankfort. The 
speech will repay a careful reading. 

Mr. Craddock hays he is “what may be 
termed a strict constructionist ;’’ but, H we 
may judge from this speech, he can not 
with propriety be termed a strict con- 
structionist He is certainly not a strict 
cobbtructionist in Chief Justice Marshall s 
acceptation of the phrase. “What, said the 
great expounder, in delivering the opin- 
ion of the court in the case of Gibbons 
V. Ogden, “do gentlemen mean by a strict 
construction? If they contend only 
against that enlarged constmetion, 
which would extend words beyond their 
natural and obvious import, we might 
question the application of the terms, but 
should not controvert the principle. If 
they contend for that narrow construe- 
t.on, which, in support of some theory not 
t> be found in the Constitution, would 
d'liy to tbe government those powers, 
which the words of the grant, as usually 
understood, import, and which are con- 
sistent with the general views and objects 
of tbe instrument; for that narrow con- 
• strnction, which wonld cripple the guv- 
ernnieiit, and render it unequal to the 
objects for which it is declared to be in- 
stituted, snd to which the powers given, 
as fairly understood, render it competent; 
then we cannot perceive the propriety of 
this strict eonstniction, nor adopt it as 
the rule by which the Constitetion is to 
be expounded.” In this acceptation, Mr. 

. Craddock it not a strict constructionist, 
BO far at least as the topics handled in 
the present speech are concerned. The 
I speech is ettictly Mtidisonian. 

We notice that Mr. Craddock, in ad 
ducing the Crittenden Resolution, re 
marks, as many others have lately re 
marked, that the “rssolution was adopted 
by a unanimous vote in the Senate, and 
with only two dissenting voices in the 
House.” As this remark is erroneous, and 
as it seems to be making the circuit of tbe 
press and platform of the country, we will 
be pardoned if we embrace this occasion 
to correct the error. The matter is not 
important, but it is proper that t'ue 
exact facts sbonld be stated. In the 
House, the resolution was divided into two 
parts, the first consisting of the opening 
clause. Two members voted against each 
of the parts, tbe members who voted 
against the first part being Southern ex- 
tremists, and those who voted against the 
second part being Northern extremists. 
In the Senate, tbe resolution was adopted 
without a division, five members voting 
•gainst it, including Senator Trumbull, of 
lliinoia These are tbe exact facts. Of 
course the correction does not affect the 
esse in any essential particular. 

It has ever been supposed that all 
nations, after emerging from wart, would 
very soon recover from the physical effects 
of them.

No sooner do our broken 
iKines begin to knit than we again break 
them. ho does not see reason to fear 
that God has made our people mad be- 
, cause he means to destroy them.

The Federal Govern- 
ment has no right to make war upon them. 
The Congress has power to provide for 



calling forth the militia to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrection, 
and to repel invasion. It may make war 
upon people resisting the laws of the Uni- ! 
ted States, or put down insurrection: but ! 
it has no authority to wage war against a , 
State, or merge the powers of the State , 
government, or to convert a State into a 
territory. Stales cannot commit treason, 
nor can they be punished for tbe treasou 
or rebellion of more or less ot their citi- 
zens. Slates are the constituents of tbe 
Federal Government, and they invested 
it with certain supreme powers, to be ex- 
ercised for the good of the whole, not for 
the subjugation or destruction of any 
State, or for divesting them, or auy of 
them, of their reserved rights. 

In confirmation of this view of the sub- 
ject, I invite your attention to a propo- 
sition which was before the constitutional 
convention, submitted by .'Ir. Randolph, 
of \'irginia, clothing the Federal Govern- 
ment with the power to coerce a delin- 
quent State. 

Mr. Madison opposed it in a shuj't 
Ppeech, in which he said “that the more 
he reflected on the use of force, the m ire 
he doubted the practicability, the justice, 
and efficacy of it, when applied to peopla 
collectively and not individually. A 
union of the States containing such an 
inyreditut seemed to provide for its own 
destruction. The use of force agaiust a 
State would look more like a declaration 
of war than an infliction of pnnisbment, 
and would probably be considered by the 
party attacked as a dissolution of all pre- 
vious compacts by which it might be 
bound. He hoped that sach a system 
would be framed as might render this re- 
source unnecessary, and moved that the 
^ clause be postponed.” This motion was 
agreed to, nem. con., and the proposition

Slates. _ They were all voted down, no 
matter in what shape they were presented. 
It is true the Constitution confers on the 
Supreme Court jurisdiction of cases aris- 
ing under the Constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and the treaties made 
and to be made under their authority; to 
all cases affecting ambassadors, Ac.; to 
all cases of admiralty and maritime juris- 
I diction; to controversies to which the 
1 United States shall be a partj’, to coutro- 
i versies between two or more States; be- 
I tween States and the citizens of another 
j State; between citizens of different States; 
between citizens of the same State claim- 
ing lands under grants of different States; 

I and between a State or the citizens tbere- 
ot, and foreign States, citizens, or sub- 
1 jpcts. Tbe 11th araendiueut of the Con- 
stitution provides, that “the judicial pow- 
er of the United States shall not be con- 
strued to extend to any suit lu Lw or 
equity, commenced or prosecuted against 
j one of the United Slates by the ci'.izeus 
I of another State, or by citizens or subjects 
j of any foreign State.” To tbe extent 
that jurisdiction has been conferred upon 
! the judiciary department of the United 
I States by the Constitution, uot only the 
I States, but the people of the States, are 
I unquestionably bound, 

' 1 do not now propose to discuss thd 

powers of the United Stales Courts in 
j reference to the questions I am now con- 
I sidering, or the subjects and persons over 
I which jurisdiction may be properly 
I claimed. But it may be observed, that 
j the jurisdiction is limited, both in respect 
to objects and person*. So far as powers 
have been granted in the Constitution to 
j that department, the courts of the United 
States may justly claim and exercise, but 
no lurtber. Like the other departments, 
it must look to the Constiiiiiion for its au- 
thority, and must confine itself to the 
limits prescribed by the organic law. Be- 
yond these prescribed limits it has no au- 
thority, and neither the States nor the 
people, nor the co-ordinate branches of 
its own government, are bound by its de- 
cisions. There are but few s'jbjects of 
controversy which have arisen or may ' 
arise between the States and the Federal 
Gorernment of which it could take juris- 
diction, and of course, as to all such, it ' 
has no authority to decide between them. ' 
So at last the question of the constitu- 
tional power of the Federal Government I 
to coerce a State, if it exists at all, must 
be found elsewhere than among the powers ' 
conferred upon the judiciary. 

If the view I have taken of the Govern- ' 
meut of the United States be anything j 
like a just and correct one, it follows as a 
conclusion iudisputablc, that the party in 
power have substantially overthrown It. 
insurrection and rebellion have been put ' 
down by force.of arms. The authority of ' 
the Government has been fully aud ihor- : 
oughly restored upon every foot of ground | 
within the States whose people were lately ' 
in rebellion. No resistance whatever is | 
offered to the execution of the laws of the 
United States, and the whole machinery 
of the Union is in full and perfect opera- 
tion; and yet the party in power are con- 
ducting a most vindictive and relentless j 
war, uot only agaiust the people of the i 
South, but against tbe very existence of 
the Southern States. They have dissolved 
the Uiiioii by thrusting out of it ten States 
aud nine millions of people. They have 
overthrown the system of State govern- 
ment, and have set up iu its place an ille- 
gal government of their own, uuauthorized 
by the Constitution and unheard of in our 
system — a government of force— a mili- 
tary despotism — in which the lives, liber- 
ties; and property of the people are wholly 
subjected to the unrestrained will of offi- 
cers whose functions are unknown to the 
Constitution. The reeogtii/.ed judiciary, 
both of the Federal aud State govern- 
ments, have been overthrown, and even 
the eomuion law of the laud is ignored. 

Under tbejpretext of saving tbe Union, 
they have employed the army and navy 
to destroy it. For a Union of free and 
equal States, they have substituted a 
Union of force— a Union held together 
by bayonets. The truth is, the leaders of 
that party were from the beginning op- 
posed to the Uiiiou of the States under tlie 
Constitution. Those who are now most 
proniiueiit in conducting the war against 
the Southern people for having attempted 
to throw off the I nioii and to set up a 
government for theni.selves, or at lea.st a 
portion of them, have for years been the 
enemies of the Government as defined 
by the Constitution. It has been de- 
nounced and anathematized by them in 
the strongest terms. The Constituticn 
has’ been branded as a covenant with 
death and league with bell. The national 
flag has been denounced as a flaunting 
lie; and many of them hav^ openly and 
persistently worked for a dissolution of 
the Union. Now they claim to be the 
most loyal men in tbe conntry, and are 



loudest in their denunciation of the re- 
bellion and of traitors. They have pos- 
session of the Governiueut, and, uuder | 
tbe false and fradulent plea of saving the 
life of the nation and of perpetuating the 
Union of the Stales, they are busily en- 
gaged in undermining the very founda- 
tions of the Government, and disman- 
tli rg the grand and nolile structure rear- 
ed by our fathers of all of its beauty, 
hfirn ony, and symmetry. Their purpose 
to overthrow the State aut'uority in our 
system is perfectly manifest. The Freed 
men’s Bureau bill, the Civil Rights bill, 
both of which are now in force as laws, 
were framed with the view of breaking 
down State authority. But these meas- 
ures are but feeble efforts in that direc- 
tion, when compared to the monstrous 
and sweeping assault recently made in 
the passage of a law by which ten South- 
ern States have been blotted out as inem- 
hers of the Union, their State Govern- 
ments overturned, and their very exist- 
ence as States ignored, by which nine 
millions of people, citizens of th<*ir re- 
spective States and of the United Stales, 
have been deprived of the protection of 
the legally constituted courts of the coun- 
try, aad denied the benefits of the civil 
tribunals and the laws of the land. 

It does seem strange, unaccounta'oly 
strange, that the Northern Slates look 
upon this a.ssatilt upon State authority. 
State rights, and the I'ves, liberties, and 
property of the people, if not with satis- 
faction, certainly with apparent indiffer- 
ence. The rights of the ten Southern 
States referred to, and the rights of their 
people, rest precisely upon the same 
grounds as the rights of the other States 
ail® their people. The principle involved 
is common to all the States; and the time 
may come when some dominant party 
majr deem it necessary to apply the pro- 
visions of the bill to States north of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line. Now, it is true, 
tbe blow is aimed at the Southern States, 
it is not felt in the North; but the power 
in Congress being conceded, who can 
tell when, or how soon, it may not be ex- 
erci.sed in other quarters of this confed- 
eracy? This is a great nation, the largest 
and most powerful iu the world. We are 
increasing iu population more rapidly 
than any other country. New States are 
, constantly being added to the Union. 
The star of empire moves to the West 
and South. The great Mississippi val- 
' ley is rapidly tilling up, and the tiiae is 
: not far distant, in my opinion, when the 
. people gf this great valley will have the 
J Controlling power in the counsels o( the 
nation. The question of slavery, which 
I heretofore divided those, whose in- 
j terests in a material point of view were 
I the same, will be driven frous the field of 
I politics; and when this shall have 
I been done, the i^ople of New F^^-’.and 
: mat’ have occasipft tg repeal In dost 
I ant) ashes toe part sue taken in tbe 
crusade against the Sonthern .States and 
1 the Southern people. The precedent es- 
tablished by the late act of Congress 
may, in an evil hour, come home to iU 
j authors. The ten States embraced by the 
l>rovisiona of this act are not the only 
j Slates which have in the past defied Fe,)- 
I er»l authority. Massachusetts is not 
; only justly chargeable with having nnllificnl 
' laws of Congress, but with the graver of- 
i feiiseof having given aid and comfort to 
I the enemy, in the war of H12 with Great 
I Britain, The Federal Government has 
I repcaledly been compelled to put down 
insurrection and rebellion in other States; 
but no one ever dreamed of punishing 
! the people of the States iq which og- 
! cut Ichce look place, by overturning the 
j State Government, and subjecting the 
I people indiscriminately to a military 
i de.siKilism. Then the Government was 
in the bauds of the Democracy, now it 
I is in the hands of the radicals, and, un- 
til the reins are wrested from them, 
there will not be any security of life, 
t iberty, and property. 

I Whatever may be said of the audacity 
of the radical parly, or of the boldness 
characterizing the usurpation.s of p >wer 
j by Congress, it mnst be confessed that it 
I was managed in the beginning by consum- 
mate skill and deception. 

On the 22d of July, 1861, just after the 
I defeat ct Bull Hun, Congress pas.sed the 
! following resolution, offered by Mr. Crit- 
I tenden: “That this war is not waged on 
j their part in any spirit of oppression, uor 
for the purpose of conquest or subjuga- 
tion, nor purpose of overthrowing or in- 
terfering with the rights or e.stablished in- 
stitutions of those States, but to defend 
and maiutain the supremacy of the Con- 
stitution aud to preserve the Union with 
all the dignity, equality, and rights of the 
sovetal States, and that as soon as these 
objects are accomplished, tbe war ong'at to 
I cease.” 

I This resolution wa.s adopted by a unaiil- 
I mens vote in the Senate, and with only 
' two dissenting voices in the House. This 
I solemn declaration by Congres*, iqftde, 
we now see, sg faj as Ihe Republicans 
were coDCetueJ, for the purpose of de- 
• ceivjng the people, was published ihrough- 
' Out the t'OUiiifJ', and It bad the effeft of 
j removing the suspicion then generally en- 
, tertained, that the war was waged to de- 
, stroy the institution of slavery, and to 
subjugate tbe South. Believing, however, 

! that it was impossible fur the nation, after 
having thus, through Congress, pledged 
j its honor to wage the war f^or the main- 
teuance of the Constitution and Union 
' alone, tbouFands both North aud South 
' rushed.to arms, and gave their lives and 
fortunes to the cause. 

Moreover, Mr. Se.vard, in writing to our 
Minister at the Court of the Emperor Na- 
poleon, thus treats of the rebellion: 

“I need not further elaborate tbe propo- 
sition that tbe revolution is without cause; 
it has not even a pretext. It i.s just as , 
clear that it is without an object. .Moral I 
and physical causes have deterniiued in- 
llexiiJy the character of each one of the 
Territories over which the dispute has ' 
arisen, and both parties, alter the election. ' 
harmoniously agreed on all the Federal 
laws required for their organization. The 
Territories will remain in ail respects the 
same, whether the revolution shall suc- 
ceed or shall fail. The condition of slare- 
ry in the several States will remain Just 
ihe same whether it succeed or fail Tljere 
is not even a pretext for the complaint 
that the disafl'pcted States are to be coa- ! 
qurred by the United States, if the revo- I 
lulion fail; for the rights of the States, 
and the condition of every human being 
in them, will ftmain subject to exactly 
ihe same lows and forms of adminisira- ' 
tion. whether the rebellion shall succeed 
or fail. In the one case the Stute.s would 
be tederally connected with the new coa- ! 
fednacy; in the other, they would, as now, 
be members of the United States; but 
their coustitutiuus and laws, customs, hab- ^ 
its, and institutions, in either case, will 
remain tbe same. I 

“It is hardly necessary to add to this 
incoutestible statement, the further fact 
that the new President i.Mr. Lincoln*, as I 
well as tbe citizens through whose suf- I 
frages he has come into the administra- 
tion, has always repudiated all designs 
whatever, or whenever imputed to him 
and them of disturbing the system of slnce- 
ry as it is exi.sting under the Constitution 
and laws. The case, however, would not 
be fully presented were I to omit to say 
that any such effortffn his part would be

In writing to Mr. Adams, our Minister 
to Fingland, on the .same subject, under 
date the lOlh April, 1861, Mr. Seward saiil; 

“You will indulge in no expression.* of
